To  the  Chairman  and  Members  cf  the  Council, 


I have  the  pleasure  tc  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1957. 

The  estimated  resident  population  is  the  same  as  for  last 
year,  as  also  is  the  birth  and  infant  mortality  rate. 

Of  the  fourteen  births,  two  infants  died  during  the  first 
year  cf  life. 

No  cases  cf  infectious  diseases  cr  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

A public  enquiry  has  new  been  held  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
modern  sewerage  system,  tc  be  carried  cut  in  conjunction  with 
the  Narberth  Rural  District  Council,  will  scon  be  commenced  in 
the  Urban  area. 

The  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  shows 
the  important  part  these  officers  play  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  tc  thank  the  members  cf  the 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

One  of  the 
deaths  was  due  to  toxaemia  and  sub-acute  pyelonephritis  at 
10  months,  and  the  other  to  pneumonia  at  5 months.

Approximately 
36.4^0  (4)  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  70  years 
and  over,  and  of  these  9.09 % (1)  occurred  in  persons  aged  over 
80  years.

Clinic  sessions  are  held  as  required 
and  the  schools  are  also  visited.  During  1957?  78  school  leavers 
(i.e.  thirteen  year  old  pupils)  were  vaccinated. 

The  Chest  physician,  Dr.  Llewellyn  Davies,  also  vaccinates 
contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic.
